SUBJECT : ELEMENTS FOR A NEW SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION 
ON RWANDA 

1. CONFIDENTIAL - ENTIRE TEXT. 

2. THIS IS AN ACTION MESSAGE. 

3. IN RESPONSE TO THE SECRETARY GENERAL'S LETTER OF APRIL 
29 TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL AND IN LIGHT 
OF THE DETERIORATING SITUATION IN RWANDA, MISSION IS 
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INSTRUCTED TO PURSUE AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE A NEW 
RESOLUTION ON RWANDA WITH THE FOLLOWING ELEMENTS: 

A. THE UN, IN COOPERATION WITH THE OAU, SHOULD TAKE STEPS 
NECESSARY TO PROVIDE FOR SECURITY OF REFUGEE 
CONCENTRATIONS AT RISK ON EITHER SIDE OF RWANDAN BORDERS; 

CALL UPON NEIGHBORING STATES TO FACILITATE THE EFFORTS 
OF THE UN AND OAU IN PROTECTING THESE PERSONS AT RISK; 

C. CALL UPON UN MEMBER STATES TO PROVIDE MATERIAL, 
LOGISTICAL, OR FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE TO THE OAU; 

D . ASK THE UNSYG TO DEPLOY DHA UNHCR AND OTHER UN 
ASSISTANCE AGENCIES, WORKING WITH NGO'S, TO PROVIDE 
EMERGENCY HUMANITARIAN AID TO THOSE DISPLACED; CALL UPON 
MEMBER STATES TO PROVIDE FUNDS AND ASSISTANCE; 
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E. ASK THE UNSYG TO DEPLOY THE UN HUMAN RIGHTS 
COMMISSIONER AND A SUPPORTING TEAM TO INVESTIGATE AND 
REPORT ON GROSS HUMAN RIGHTS ABUSES AND VIOLATIONS OF 
INTERNATIONAL HUMANITARIAN LAW IN RWANDA ; 

F. IMPOSE AN ARMS EMBARGO ON RWANDA ; 

G. ASKS THE UNSYG, WORKING WITH HIS SRSG IN BURUNDI, TO 
REPORT URGENTLY ON STEPS THAT MIGHT BE TAKEN TO PREVENT 
THE EVENTS IN RWANDA FROM HAVING A DESTABILIZING EFFECT IN 
BURUNDI, INCLUDING THE POSSIBILITY OF DEPLOYING HUMAN 
RIGHTS MONITORS OR OTHER CONCILIATION SERVICES. 

4. UNDER THE UNGA RESOLUTION CREATING THE UN HUMAN RIGHTS 
COMMISSIONER, THE SECRETARY GENERAL HAS THE AUTHORITY TO 
DISPATCH THE UN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSIONER AND A SUPPORTING 
TEAM TO RWANDA WITHOUT/WITHOUT ACTION BY THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL, AND THE COMMISSIONER HIMSELF HAS THE AUTHORITY TO 
INVESTIGATE AND REPORT ON GROSS HUMAN RIGHTS ABUSES. 
THEREFORE, IF MISSION BELIEVES THAT REFERENCE TO THE HUMAN 
RIGHTS COMMISSIONER IN THE RESOLUTION THREATENS A VETO, 
THIS PROVISION MAY BE DROPPED PROVIDED THAT AGREEMENT OF 
THE SYG HAS BEEN SECURED TO DEPLOY THE TEAM ON HIS OWN OR 
THE COMMISSIONER'S AUTHORITY. 

5. MISSION HAS BEEN REQUESTED SEPTEL TO PURSUE A 
RESOLUTION ON AN ARMS EMBARGO. THIS MAY BE FOLDED INTO A 
LARGER RESOLUTION OR PURSUED ON A STAND-ALONE BASIS. TALBOTT 
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
